In transplanting nursery or frut
trees preserve all of the roots possi-

ble. If any get injured cut them off,

making a smooth, slanting cut.
Guard the roots carefully from re

to wind or rain while the
trees ara out of the ground. Give
the roots a deep, broad bed of soil
to start in, spread the roots out nat-

urally, the tree but little if any
deeper than it grew in the nursery.
Have the soil well fixed and fill in
carefully around the roots, and after
the roots are covered press the soil
down well upon tbem, as it is im-

portant to have the roots come in
close contact with the soil.
